With Troops for Five Years, 
Boy, Now 17, Ordered Home 

FRANKFORT, GERMANY. - A 
17-year-old Texas boy who ran 
away from home at the age of 12 
and spent five years knocking about 

American troops was ordered sent 
back to the United States. 

An American military govern- 
ment court convicted Antonio Bran- 
dez of entering Germany illegally 
and wearing a United States army 
uniform without authority. 

Brandez's career began in 1942, 
when he left San Antonio and 
stowed away on a ship to England. 
There he attached himself to Amer- 
ican troops, and as their mascot 
flew with them to Africa, then fol- 
lowed them across Europe all the 
way to Germany. 

He went home with, the troops 
after V-E Day, stowing away on a 
troopship. But he found his mother 
dead and he soon tired of life In 
the United States, so back he came 
to Germany in 1946— again as a 
stowaway. 

Once more he Joined an Ameri- 
can military unit as mascot He 
was arrested at Munleh, but es- 
caped. Recaptured and sent to 
Bremen for deportation, he escaped 
again. He made bis way to Frank- 
fort and then headed for Parts. But 
the French arrested him in Stras- 
bourg and returned him to the 
American zone. 

The small, dark skinned youth 
said his father, Raymuno Brandez, 
now lives in Kingsville, Tex.

WINTER POTATOES 

Spring-planted potatoes often 
sprout and lose quality when 
stored in common cellars. This 
sometimes happens even before 
Christmas. To close the gar u " 
tween that time and the 
spring crop, a second crop should 
be planted in the summer. There 
are three possibilities, differing 
in varieties and planting dates. 

On is the so-called "July Po- 
tato," either Peachblow or Mc- 
Cormick, planted in late June 
or early July. These two 
have the disadvantage of being 
deep-eyed, but their slowness of 
sprouting makes them the easiest 
of all potatoes to keep. Anothei 
is the relatively new variety, 
Sequoia, shallow-eyed and shape- 
ly, and among the best in yield, 
even in dry season. Sequoia is 
planted July 5 to 20. The third 
possibility is the old standby, 
Irish Cobbler. Its planting time 
lies between July 15 and August 
5. The seed for both Sequoia 
and Cobbler must have been held 

cold storage. 

The land for summer- planted 
potatoes could be that from 
which early greens or peas Iwd 
been harvested but better is 
"fresh" land broken in late Au- 
gust and kept disked and dragged 
until planting. By such practice, 
the soil's moisture would have 
been held intact, and there would 
be practically no weeds. 

The fertilizer should be a "c 
plete" one, but carrying less 
rogen than for the spring crop; 
4-12-8 is ideal, but 3-9-6 is suit- 
able. As earlier, it should be 
placed in the bottom of the fur- 
row below the seed, and the 
amount should be 1 pound to 25 
feet. Such fertilizer placement 
draws the roots down to cooler, 

ore moist soil. 

The seed pieces should be 1% 
ounces to provide more moisture 
for driving the sprouts the great- 
er distance to the surface, as sum- 
mer planting should be deeper 
than in the spring, 4 to 5 inches. 
Such deep planting puts the roots 
low, where the moisture is and 
makes possible level cultivation, 
a further soil-moisture conserver.
